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DETAILED ACTION 



Response to Arguments 



Applicant's arguments filed on 01/08/2007 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. 

In page 2, applicant argues, in making the obviousness rejection of claims 
1-22, the Examiner has misinterpreted the meaning of the term "live-pause." This 
term is defined in the specification as requiring continued recording of the 
program while the user rewinds and fast-forwards through the portion of the 
program already recorded. 

In response, the Examiner respectfully disagrees. The Applicant's 
arguments are not persuasive for two reasons: (1) a limitation from the 
specification cannot be read into the claim that does not itself impose that 
limitation (MPEP 2100) , II, C, second last paragraph) (2) the claims must be 
given their broadest reasonable interpretation (MPEP 2111). Due to (1 ), "live- 
pausing" recording and playback as recited in the claims must be given their 
broadest reasonable interpretation according to (2). For broadest reasonable 
interpretation, "live-pause" recording and playback can be defined as allowing 
users to pause or stop a recording or playback of a live program. Thus, Young 
can do "live-pause" recording and playback. As a result, the combination of 
Young and Samson fully disclose the claimed invention.
